Thursday, April 25 —The more they

enemy possessed only a limited num- 
ber more with which to continue 
this overwhelming rush. 


From March 21 until today the 


Germans have 
employed approxi- 


mately 130 divisions, of which 30 
have been withdrawn to refill ranks 
and have been sent into the battle 
tor the second time, making the to- 
tal of divisions in action 1<?«. 


About 70 other divisions have not 


yet been engaged in the battle, but 
of these a considerable proportion 
are unfitted to do more than hold 
qniet sectors. 
The forward move- 
ment must 
therefore 
be carried 


through very quickly, as otherwise 
the German staff will find itself 
without further reserves.

It is a national rule that the execu4 


tive committee of each chapter shall 
decide how the smaller expenses of 
the branches shall tie met, whether 
i)y allowing them to retain a certain 
proportion of the membership dues 
.o be disbursed by their own execu- 
tive committee or by having all bills 
sent to chapter headquarters for set- 
dement. In the former case a month- 
y financial report is required of the 
:reasurer of each branch. If the fat- 
:er plan is followed all money from 
all sources must be deposited to the 
credit of the treasurer of the chap- 
ter. 


The chapter treasurer is required 


:o furnish to division headquarters 
a monthly financial report and at all 
times to keep his books ready for in- 
spection of an auditor from either the 
national or division headquarters.

KIRKEHSVILLE STREET 


Kirkersvllle, Ohio, April 26.— 


.Mayor Bishop in speaking of the pro- 
posed road 
improvement through 


town, said this morning that an injus- 
tice was done 
in" yesterday's 
an- 


nouncemeht charging the town offi- 
cials with apathy. 


"I am just as much interested in 


the street improtement as anybody," 
said the mayor. "My money has been 
contributed to the road fund and the 
leading people of the town all want 
to see the road improved but when 
public funds are used the action must 
be legal. The village authorities are 
following the advice of Solicitor Eu- 
gene Moore who pointed out the law 
directs that no appropriation can be 
made before plans and specifications 
aie prepared and approved. The vil- 
lage council can not issue bonds or 
spend money except in a legal way. 
There has been and is no disposition 
to impede the good road movement 
so far as the town officials are con- 
cerned "

Mayor Bishop went on to say that 


when Postmaster Kihnear of Colum- 
bus was here he gave the impression 
that if the town raised $400 the state 
would paj ?1600. 
The town went 


ahead and obtained $800 in subscrip- 
tions of which $600 have been paid. 
Later Commissioner Cowen said the 
-state could not pay more than one 
half of the cost of improvement and 
that the state fund would permit the 
expenditure of onh $2500. The state 
,is going ahead on a narrow strip but 
* it is hoped that a w ay will be found 
for the village to do its part by build- 
ing a road on the other side of the 
street? car track thus making the im- 
proved road the proper width.
